CHICAGO. Aug. 29.— “The most conscientious body 
of jurors 
that ever heard a case in my court," Justice of the Peace Kendall 
declared today, characterizing the first full woman’s jury that ever 
Bat in a misdemeanor case in the state of Illinois. 
‘They missed 
their dinners and deliberated for two hours over a case that a jury 
of men would have tossed off with a laugh in ten minutes.” 
Twelve women of Oak Park, a fashionable suburb, constituted 
the jury. 
They heard testimony relating to a family 
quarrel be­ 
tween the Andrew* Orths and the Edward O'Days. 
Part of the tes­ 
timony brought blushes to their cheeks but tbev listened intently, 
deliberated for two hours, and assessed fines of $10 against O’Day 
and $5 against Orth.
